—There is, I am inclined to 
believe, a great deal more 
to this little bit of by-play 
on Mansfield’s part than 
meets the eye. 

The tipoff could well be a 
remark by Rayburn over the 
school aid program. Rayburn 
told reporters that he did 
“not agree with a lot of 
people” who favored aid for 
teachers’ salaries. Instead, 
Rayburn thought it might bo 
better to get going on "pro¬ 
viding new schoolrooms.” 

One reporter who heard 
these comments, Carrol Kil¬ 
patrick of The Washington 
Post, wrote atterwards:

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Pasadena Police Director, 
Through S.M. Chief, Gives 
Suggestions for Jan. 2

With one of othe largest 
crowds in Tourament of 
Roses history expected, Po¬ 
lice Chief Charles H. Morris 
of Pasadena today appealed 
for definite planning and 
foresight by those expected 
to attend the Tournament of 
Roses Parade and the after¬ 
noon Rose Bowl game be- 
tween the University of 
Washington and University 
of Minnesota. 

Chief Morris, through Si¬ 
erra Madre Police Chief Gor¬ 
don G. McMillan, today is¬ 
sued the following state¬ 
ment which if adhered to 
generally will prevent many 
untoward incidents and de¬ 
lays for motorists Pasadena- 
bound for the traditional pa¬ 
rade and world-famed game: 

“Cars should be thorough¬ 
ly checked for oil, gas, wa¬ 
ter and mechanical condi¬ 
tion,” the Chief warned. 
“Breakdowns are not only 
embarrassing, but cause 
much unnecessary conges¬ 
tion.” 

“PLAN YOUR route.” All 
persons attending both the 
Parade and Rose Bowl game 
are reque.sted to park, if pos¬ 
sible, near the Ro.se Bowl 
and walk to the Parade line. 
Those coming only to the 
Parade should park on the 
side of the Parade route 
nearest their home. 

The Chief suggests that 
the accompanying map be 
taken by those who plan to 
drive to Pasadena. Be sure 
to chock parking restrictions 
vehicles parked illegally will 
ho towed away at the own¬ 
er’s expense. Pasadena peo¬ 
ple are requested to walk 
whenever possible, in order 
that they may e.xtend the 
hospitality of the city by 
keeping traffic congestion to. 
a minimum. 

The 1961 Parade route has 
not been changed. It will 
form as usual at Del Mar 
Blvd. and S. Orange Grove, 
and will start at 8:30 a.m., 
going north to Colorado, east 
on Colorado and turning 
north on Sierra Madre Blvd., 
continuing on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to Victory Park, at Pa- 
loma and Sierra Madre Blvd. 
The best viewing sites will 
probably still be in the ea.st- 
ern end of the city, east of 
Hill Ave. 

“Plan to take plenty of 
time,” cautioned the Chief. 
“One of the largest crowds in 
tournament history is an¬ 
ticipated, So allow ample 
time to reach your destina¬ 
tion.” 

CITIZENS are cautioned 
not to bring boxes or other 
flim.sy items to sit or stand 
upon, which may break or 
which may cause injury to 
others, if left behind. "Use of 
high ladders and flimsy scaf¬ 
folding is also dangerous and 
will not be permitted," warn¬ 
ed Chief Morris. 

Open fires on the surface 
of the .streets will not be per¬ 
mitted. Fires must bo in a 
fire safe container which 
shall be rai.sed above the 
street a sufficient distance. 
Size of fires in fire safe con¬ 
tainer is important, they 
shall not be of sufficient size 
to create a hazard. The Pasa¬ 
dena Fire Department will 
maintain a patrol to control 
all unsafe fires which, when 
noted, will bo extlngui.shed. 

“The Parade Honor Line is 
painted light blue,” Chief 
Morris explained. “Those at¬ 
tending the Parade are urged 
to take places up to, but not 
beyond, this Honor Line. At 


strategic intersections emer¬ 
gency lanes will be main¬ 
tained and these must be 
kept clear for emergency ve¬ 
hicles. 

“Do not attempt to buy or 
sell space on the street,” 
warned the Chief. “The 
streets are public and space 
may not be sold or saved. 
Each per.son must reserve his 
own place along the Parade 
line.” Chairs placed on pub¬ 
lic streets must be occupied, 
otherwise, they will be con¬ 
fiscated. 

“Tag small children,” 
counsels Chief Morris. “If 
they do not know their name, 
address and phone, place 
this information on a piece 
of paper, together with the 
phone number of a neighbor 
who will bo home and will 
know about the child. If a 
child becomes lost, call the 
Police Station immediately.” 

TOUCHING on the game 
Itself, Chief Morris said: 

“Start in ample time to 
allow for traffic congestion,” 
the chief suggested, “and if 
at all possible, share your 
car with others going to the 
game. This will be much 
help In eliminating traffic 
tie-ups.” 

“Unless there are elderly 
or Infirm persons in your 
party, the best plan is to 
park in the Rose Bowl area 
and walk to the Parade,” 
added Chief Morris. "All per¬ 
sons who intend to view both 
events should be certain to 
park north of the Parade 
route.” 

Chief Morris urged Pasa¬ 
dena citizens to remember 
that they are the hosts at 
the famous Rose Bowl Foot¬ 
ball Cla.ssic. One way that 
local persons can show their 
hospitality is by remaining 
in the Rose Bowl after the 
game for .several minutes; 
this will give our guests a 
better chance to return 
to their homes. 

The chief wishes to re¬ 
mind everyone that it is un¬ 
lawful to sell anything in 
the Rose Bowl area, a viola¬ 
tion of City Ordinance 3038. 
Permits to sell in this area 
must be obtained from the 
Park Department, City of 
Pasadena, prior to New 
Year’s Day. 

Chief Morris also said that 
particular attention would 
he paid to .scalpers of Rose 
Bowl tickets in and around 
the Rose Bowl area. Even the 
.selling of tickets at regular 
prices is illegal and subject 
to arrest. 

"STAY OUT of Pasadena,” 
Chief Morris said to persons 
bound for Santa Anita Park 
on Now Year’s Day. “That is, 
if you really hope to make 
the first race.” “Seriously,” 
the chief added, “the ex¬ 
pected congestion for the 
■Tournament of Ro.ses Parade 
and the Rose Bowl game 
may prevent persons from 
reaching Santa Anita Park 
unless the detour around 
Pasadena is taken.” 

The recommended detour 
is south of Pasadena on 
Huntington Dr., Las Tunas, 
or Valley Bvd. 

“A portion of the Master 
Traffic Control Plan has 
been devoted to guiding 
Santa Anita bound residents 
of La Canada, Montrose, and 
other nearby territories, 
across the northern part of 
Pasadena,” explained Chief 
Morris. “Nevertheless, it is 
felt that the best plan for 
all persons bound for Santa 
Anita Park is to avoid Pasa¬ 
dena entirely on Jan. 2.”

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Mt. Wilson Reports Star 
34,000 Times Stronger Than 
Earth’s Magnetic Field 


PASADENA—Discovery of the st 
ever found in nature—one that is 
than the earth’s magnetic field—is r( 
son and Palomar Observatories. 

The find was made by Dr 
Horace W. Babcock, assistant 
director of the observatories, 
which are operated by the 
California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology and the Carnegie In¬ 
stitution of Washington. Dr. 

Babcock has measured the 
magnetic fields of the sun 
and of some 100 magnetic 
stars. 

The star with the extra 
strong field is a neighbor in 
the Milky Way Galaxy. It is 
several times brighter than 
the sun and has perhaps two 
and one-half times the sun’s 
mass. It is an 8.6 magnitude 
star—not quite visible with¬ 
out optical aid. Its name is 
HD-215441, which means it is 
item number 215,441 in the 
Henry Draper star catalogue 
produced at Harvard Obser¬ 
vatory about 45 years ago. 

NO’HNG that the cata- erous in 
logue mentioned a peculiar 
spectrum for this star. Dr. 

Babcock recently examined 
it with the aid of the 200- 
inch Hale telescope at Palo¬ 
mar. He was surprised to 
find a magnetic field 
strength of 34,000 gauss. A 
gauss is a unit of magnetic 
induction. Heretofore, the 
strongest field found for any 
star was about half that 
amount. Few are stronger 
than 5,000 gauss. 

The earth’s magnetic field 
is a little less than one 
gauss and the sun’s only 
a little stronger. Most stars 
have no measurable mag¬ 
netic field. 

The strong field of HD- 
215441 contains 
quantities of energy, 

Babcock said. The star’s sur¬ 
face appears to be somewhat 
unstable and there are 
large - scale velocity fluctu¬ 
ations on its surface.
